Former Sen. Bob Dole conceded 
defeat to presidential incumbent Bill 
Clinton at 8:20 p.m. Tuesday night, 
shortly after the last polls closed. 

“We've got a bridge to build, and I’m 
ready if you are,” Clinton said in his vic- 
tory speech to a lackluster crowd in front 
of the governor's mansion in Little Rock, 
Ark. “America has told us it’s time to put 
Politics aside and get the job done.” 

At midnight, Clinton had captured 
379 electoral votes to Dole’s 151. The 
national popular vote stood at 49 percent 
for Clinton and 41 percent for Dole. 

As he did in 1992, Reform Party can- 
didate Ross Perot denied both major par- 
ties a popular majority. 

Tuesday's results, though, show 
Perot’s popularity has waned. He 
grabbed only 9 percent of the popular 
vote, compared to 20 percent in 1992. 


in Orange County, Dole defied polls and 
pulled out a 52 percent majority over Clin- 
ton, who captured 38 percent of the vote. 

ABC News projected national voter 
turnout at 49 percent, the lowest since 
1924. Orange County, however, had a 
60 percent tumout. 

“T was just thinking on the way down- 
stairs that tomorrow is the first time in 
my life I won't have anything to do,” 
Dole said to open his concession speech. 

An upbeat Dole thanked his wife, 
Elizabeth, his nmning mate, Jack Kemp, 
and all his campaign workers. 

“Tl sit back for a few days, then I'll start 
standing up for what is right for America,” 
Dole said, responding to unasked questions 
about future plans. In his bid for president, 
Dole resigned his Senate seat. 

In Costa Mesa, Kemp lamented 
Dole’s loss, but emphasized the likely 
Republican victories in House and Sen- 
ate races across the country. 

“This nation stands on the shoulders 
of men like Bob Dole,” Kemp said, 
adding that House and Senate returns 
have “validated our conservative princi- 
ples” of lower taxes, family values and 
limited government. 


Insisting that he is “still the most opti- 
mistic man in America,” Dole called for 
Republicans to “come together” and 
keep the House and Senate. 

In his speech, Clinton thanked Dole 
for “this love of this country.” Ignoring 
the strong success of the Republicans in 
the House and Senate, Clinton was mag- 
nanimous, calling for “real” bipartisan 
campaign finance reform. 

In Little Rock, Ark., Vice President Al 
Gore said much in America had changed 
for the better in the last four years. 

“Under President Clinton, we have 
forged a new prosperity by restarting the 
American jobs machine,” Gore said. 

“We have work to do,” Clinton said, 
“to build America’s community together.” 

In his speech, Clinton sketched out an 
outline of his administration’s agenda for 
the next four years: 

¢ Universal literacy and education, 
including post-secondary opportunities. 

¢ Abolishment of the permanent lower 
class. 

* Security of children in schools. 

* Environmental clean-up. Clinton 
said he wants “children to grow up next 
to parks, not poison.”

programs around the state. Only 34.8 
percent opposed the measure. 
“Proposition 209 in an ideal world 
is great,” said Beaker Abernatha, a 
Cal State Fullerton finance major. 
“This is not an ideal world. It’s going 
to handicap minorities and women.” 
The California State University 
uses race and ethnicity as factors in 
some student admissions and staff 
hiring decisions. However, it is 
unknown how the passage of Proposi- 
tion 209 will now affect CSU policy 
conceming minority enrollment. 


“I’m disappointed because there's 
going to be a lot of changes in the 
universities, like outreach programs,” 
said Maria Sanchez, a Chicano stud- 
ies major. “The ones who wanted the 
opportunity aren't going to get it. It's 
over.” 

Michelle Walter, a child develop- 
ment major, disagrees. 

“It passing is a good thing,” she 
said. “I think the best qualified should 
be placed in universities and jobs 
because of their qualifications, and 
not because of their race and gender.”

In the first reported sexual assault on 
campus this semester, a 20-year-old vic- 
tim suffered minor injuries in an attack 
on the sidewalk east of the University 
Center, Public Safety Detective Tom 
Gehris said. 

The female student was walking 
alone just east of the University Center 
at 8:50 p.m. on Oct. 22, when the sus- 
pect grabbed her from behind in a “bear 
hug,” police said.

The victim told Sgt Sam Summeniin 
of Public Safety that she did not hear the 
alleged attacker approach and was taken 
totally by surprise. 

The victim said the alleged attacker 
spoke to her and said, “Pretty girls like 
you shouldn't be walking alone,” Gehris 
said. 

She was prevented from moving her 
arms but managed to tum and face her 
attacker, Gehris said. She said she 
would recognize him if she saw him 
again. 

She described her attacker as a white 


male in his mid-20’s, about 5 feet 9 
inches to 5 feet 10 inches tall and weigh- 
ing about 170 pounds. He had light 
brown hair, cut short, similar to a mili- 
tary style, was clean-shaven and was 
wearing blue jeans and a dark-colored 
long sleeve shirt, The victim said her 
attacker was not ihuscular but appeared 
to be in good shape, Gehris said. 

As the victim reported to Summeriin, 
during the attack, the suspect allegedly 
tore her blouse and grabbed her breast. 
She screamed, and he said to her, “Shut 
up, bitch.” 

The victim managed to hit her 
attacker, and he the fled in the direction 
of Lot B, police said.

California voters handed Proposi- 
tions 214 and 216, the health care initia- 
tives, a terminal outcome in Tuesday’s 
election. 

Proposition 214 fell, 42 percent to 58 
percent. Proposition 216 suffered a sim- 
ilar fate, losing 39 percent to 61 percent. 

The ballot initiatives sought to regu- 
late hospitals, insurance companies and 
specifically, health maintenance organi- 


: zations (HMOs) with the promise of 


shielding patients from the dangers of 
cost cutting. 

‘The victors asserted that the proposi- 
tions would have lead to skyrocketing 
os hurting taxpayers and employers 


a hot issue included in both i initia- 
tives was the Provision that would have 
prohibited “gag rules” that prevent care- 
givers from pat patients about more costly 
medical alternatives. 

Spokesmen from Kaiser Permenente 
Hospitals found gag rules particularly 
objectionable, although gag rules are 
not used at Kaiser because, unlike 
HMOs, they are nonprofit. 

Unlike Proposition 216, Proposition 
214 contains language which requires 
“just cause” to terminate or demote

Davis also said the election result 
reflected the will of the people. 

“The people have chosen who they 
want. One of my firmest beliefs is the 
tight to choose,” Davis said. 

Davis said he would probably run 
against Royce again in two years. 

“T still have ideas I want to put for- 
ward,” he said. 

Royce said one of his biggest contribu- 
tons during his term has been the passing of 
the Interstate Stalking and Prevention Act. 


“The act makes it a federal felony to

‘patient. By contrast, HMOs generally 
use capitation to pay doctors. Under this 
approach, doctors receive a fixed pay- 
ment for each HMO member, regard- 
less of the amount of service provided 
to the member. Capitation gives doctors 
a financial incentive to use cost-effec- 
tive types of care. 

HMOs also control their costs by 
reducing their use of hospitals and 
encouraging more treatment in doctors’ 
Offices and clinics. This trend has con- 
tributed to an excess of hospital beds— 
about half of California hospital beds 
were unused in 1994. 

Opponents of Proposition 214 
wamed that insurance premiums could 
have gone up by as much as 15 percent, 
which may have cost Californians over 
$3 billion a year in higher health costs.

= DRUGS: Proposition = 
allowing medical use of 
marijuana passes by 
more than 11 percent.

Terminally ill patients will be 
able to breathe, or rather inhale, a 
little easier after California voters 
passed Proposition 215 on Tuesday. 
The initiative passed by about 11 
percentage points, 55.7 percent to 
44,3 percent. 

Under the new law, Califomia 
doctors will now be able to legally 
prescribe marijuana to help allevi- 
ate the discomfort of patients who 
are not helped by the use of other 
drugs. Cancer, AIDS and other ter- 
minally ill patients may now be 
legally prescribed and then possess 
marijuana to seek relief from nau- 
sea, chronic pain and fatigue and 
loss of appetite or the “wasting- 
away” syndrome. 

Many law enforcement officials 
opposed this proposition, fearing 
that it would lead to more wide- 
spread abuse of the drug. The 
proposition, however, does not 


now inhale legally 


yillcan 


change the current laws governing 
non-medical use of the drug. People 
will still be arrested for use and 
possession of marijuana. The new © 
law will only give a legal defense 
against marijuana charges to those 
with the proper medical authoriza- 
tion. 

The law will not allow patients 
who are prescribed marijuana to 
drive under the influence or in any 
way endanger public safety. It also 
does not provide a solution to the 
supply of marijuana, which is still 
banned under federal law. 

What the law does do is require a 
formal doctor’s recommendation to 
possess and use marijuana. It also 
allows persons not able to acquire 
marijuana to have a “primary care- 
giver” who can legally obtain the 
drug for the patient. 

Passage of the Compassionate 
Use Act comes after state legisla- 
tors failed twice to pass a law them- 
selves. Legislators appealed to the 
federal government in the first bill. 
The second bill was vetoed by Gov. 
Pete Wilson. 

Similar provisions to Proposition 
215 have already passed in some 
states, including Florida and Ohio.

Two groups of Nicolas Junior High 
School students sat on the floor, brain- 
storming about how they could help 
make positive changes within their ethni- 
cally diverse world. Nearby, a group of 
teachers and parents also put their heads 
together. It was a conversational activity 
that filled the room with excited chatter. 

Words like respect, stereotyping, dis- 
crimination and opportunity were tossed 
out to be examined more closely, then 
transformed into ideas that they put 
down on big sheets of white paper with 
colorful magic markers. 

They are participating in the Inter- 
Ethnic Relations Program with the 
Orange County Human Relations Coun- 


cil and other schools to transform their 
ideas into solutions for getting along bet- 
ter with other people. 

Danielle Nava, a human relations spe- 
cialist, helped guide them through their 
task. 


“You were chosen as potential leaders,”” 
Nava told the group after they formed a 
big circle to share their ideas. She told the 
students that they can make a difference as 
long as they think change is possible. 

“That's the reason why we came here 
today, why your principal thought it was 
so important for you to participate 
today,’ Nava said. “Because we do want 
to make some changes.” 

Changes in discrimination. 

“[ve been discriminated (against) 
maybe because I’m a girl,” said Jessica 
Nettinga, one of the eighth graders par- 
ticipating. “I don’t think that’s right; I 
don’t think people should do that.” 

And stop stereotyping. 

“You have to make people under- 
stand what it feels like to be stereo- 


typed,”’ said Case Chamberlain, an eight- 
grader. “If everybody is willing to 
change, then it’s possible. But if nobody 
wants to then you can’t” 

Barbara Finnell, a Cal State Fullerton 
graduate who teaches eighth-grade sci- 
ence, is head of the program at Nicolas 
Jr. High. She said this program is “near 
and dear to my heart.” 

“I wanted something that was inclu- 
sive of our diverse population and getting 
positively involved with our differences,” 
Finnell said. She said they have not seen 
many problems on their campus but 
wanted to keep problems from starting. 

“We have a really safe school and a 
polite bunch of students,” Finnell said. 
Nicolas currently has an enrollment of 
1,000 students, of which approximately 44 
percent are Angio, 40 percent are Hispanic, 
6 percent are black, 6 percent are Asian and 
4 percent belong to other ethnic groups.

“One of the biggest problems at our 
school is the dress code,” said seventh- 
grader Kawane Smith. Other students 
chimed in. The dress code includes tuck- 
ing in shirts, no oversize pants, no initial 
belts or sports jackets. 

Their principal, Steven Keller, said 
the dress code has a. purpose, because 
baggy pants are “disruptive” and are 


associated with gang attire. Long, baggy 
shirts hanging out hide the baggy pants. 

“They look cleaner in the sense that 
they just look more fashionably appro- 
priate,” Keller said. 

He said the trend this year is for stu- 
dents to wear uniforms.

University President Milton Gordon 
has a new address, and anyone with 
questions or comments can stop in 24 
hours a day via their computer. 

The new website is intended to keep 
students informed about Gordon’s opin- 
ions and programs, and also features 
commendations from the president to 
successful students and professors on 
campus, such as Cal State Fullerton 
Volunteers of the Year Donna Greer 
and Kristina Smith. 

The project is the brain child of Lee 
Bentley, a program specialist in 
Extended Education, and her assistant 

, who have been working 
since fall’1992 in an effort to get Gordon 
online. 

“It's getting a lot of response,” Gujral 
said. “It’s helping get the word out on 
the president’s programs.” Gujral said 
users jumped onto the site even before it 
was finished. 

The new website is accessible around 
the globe, and many intemational loca- 
tions have checked it out, Gujral said. 

According to her, other universities 
have expressed interest in setting up a 
similar website. But Gordon did not 
limit himself to the Internet. 

The Titan Channel, which airs on 
local cable television three days a week, 
shows Gordon answering questions

The Cal State Fullerton nursing pro- 
gram may close its doors for good in 
‘spring 1999. 

In nursing classes Monday, Judith 


Mary Kay Tetreault, vice president of 
Academic Affairs, must approve the 
review by Nov. 15. Tetreault may decide 
to continue the review or fund the pro- 
gram so that it can be re-accredited, as 
scheduled, in fall 1997, she said. 

“We don’t even consider requesting a 
review without careful thought and con- 
sulting with the president,” Tetreault 
said. “This is difficult. We would like to 
do everything we can for everyone. 

“We must determine what would be 


sufficient resources for accreditation and 
whether we want to reallocate funds for 
she sasreh eo : 

Ramirez, said of the reallocation, “I 


_ don’t expect that to happen." We've had 


discussions for a year.” — 

Since the last accreditation seven 
years ago, the program has lost a number 
of professors, Ramirez said. Low. enroll- 
ment and high costs contributed to inade- 
quate university funding to keep the pro- 
gram viable. 

“Tt doesn’t attract the number of students 
to get more resources,” Ramirez said. 
“Enrollment is somewhat down now.” 

Most CSUF nursing students, who are 
all registered nurses, work, so they must 
take classes part-time. There are about 60 
full-time equivalent students in the pro- 
gram, which is a funding formula to 
count the number of part-time students, 
Ramirez said. 

Due to the necessary low teacher-stu-

Faculty advisers will meet with each 
student to plan the phase-out process.

Greeks rally against drunk driving 


w@ STUDENTS: Observers 
congregate to hear 
activists speak out on 
alcohol abuse.

Driving drunk might hurt innocent 
people for life, so when there is a party, 
pick a designated driver, and do not let 
friends drive under the influence. 

That was the message at a forum 
sponsored by the Cal State Fullerton 
group, Greeks Advocating the Mature 
Management of Alcohol (GAMMA) 
on Monday, featuring speakers from 
Mothers Against Drunk Driving. 

Speaker Mitsy Paul, 28, was hit 
head-on by a drunk driver at Camp 
Pendleton on Jan. 19, 1993. The 
injuries she suffered left her confined to 
a wheelchair for the rest of her life. She 
also has irreversible injury to her brain. 

“T know the man who hit me didn’t 
mean to do that, but he did mean to 
drink those nine beers and then get in 
the car and drive down the street at 110 
miles an hour,” she said. 

Paul said she spent six weeks in a 
coma with two broken legs, a broken 
hip and a broken anm.-after the accident. 

“Please remember my story when 
you go out. Drinking and driving is not 
okay,” Paul said. 

The driver who hit Paul was a 
marine stationed at Camp Pendleton. 
He was arrested and sentenced to 18 
months in a military prison for driving 
under the influence and causing bodily 
harm, said Karen Paul, Mitsy’s mother. 

Karen Paul spoke about how much 
money her daughter's accident has cost 
taxpayers. She said everyone who pays 
taxes has an interest in stopping drunk 
driving. 

“My daughter spent 10 weeks in the 
hospital, she has had numerous surg- 
eries to take out metal pieces that have 
held her bones together and her wheei 


chair cost $9,000, all paid for by Medic- 
aid and Medicare since she got dis- 
missed by her insurance company,” she 
said. 

“Thank you very much taxpayers,” 
she said sarcastically. 

Other speakers at the forum, which 
was attended by approximately 60 peo- 
ple, were Officer Michael Christ from 
Huntington Beach and Bob Marlowe, 
both MADD volunteer speakers. 

__ In addition to showing explicit pho- 
fos from alcohol-related crashes, Christ 
stressed that drunk driving accidents 
can happen to anyone, at any time. 

“If I can convince one person in this 
room not to drive drunk, that is a life 
saved, and maybe that person will go 
out and convince 10 others. Pretty soon 
we wouldn’t have a drunk driving prob- 
lem,” Christ said. 

“The program really made me think 
about the effect driving drunk can have 
on others,” said 22-year-old communi- 
cations major Brent Wilford. 

Marlowe showed a chart explaining 
what different levels of alcohol mean 
legally. 

“An .08 is an automatic DUI for 
anyone, no matter how old,” he said. 

Marlowe described alcohol as one of 
the most toxic substances in society that 
can deceive the user into thinking he or 
she is fit to drive. 

“The problem is that people who try 
to avoid a DUI go by how they feel. 
They don’t realize that by the time they 
feel drunk, they have already been 
under the influence for hours,” he said. 

Marlowe also made a special appeal 
to the women in the audience, saying 
that part of solving the problem with 
people driving drunk can be handled by 
women. 

“Ninety percent of the people 
arrested for DUI are men. This is 
because men don’t let women drive on 
dates, so you women, don’t go out with 
men who drive under the influence,” 
Marlowe said. 
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Former CSUF student, Mitzi Paul, made a presentation about the 
dangers of drunk driving to campus greeks. 


~- According to Marlowe, 30 percent of 
the traffic accidents in Orange County 
are alcohol related. 

“College students are the worst,” 
Marlowe said. “You are at the prime 
age where alcohol is new, and you 
like to experiment. Thirty-five per- 
cent of college. students say they have 
been driving when they were drunk,” 
he said. 

One positive statistic presented by 
Marlowe was the number of people 
killed in alcohol-related accidents have 


gone down from three per week, 10 
years ago, to one per week now. 

Mitsy Paul was lucky not to become 
a Statistic in the death-toll column, but 
her life has changed forever because of 
the recklessness of a stranger. She will 
probably never walk again due to her 
brain injury that destroyed nerve end- 
ings. 

“T continue down the yellow brick 
road of recovery, but I wish there really 
was a Wizard of Oz that could give me 
a new brain,” Paul said.

A Cal State Fullerton student sus- 
pected of burglary tumed himself in 
early Saturday moming after taking a 
laptop computer and some other prop- 
exty from a dormitory room.

Suffering from the effects of a long 
season, the Cal State Fullerton women’s 
soccer will attempt to bounce back from 
a disappointing weekend as the Titans 
take on the Trojans of USC, Wednesday 
night at Titan Stadium. 

“The biggest battle now is we’re 
fighting fatigue and injuries,” coach Rick 
Garcia said. 

Head coach Al Mistri agreed on the 
impact of the Titans’ recent injuries. 

“The injuries at this point are a signifi- 
cant concem for the next few games,” he 
said. “They're really a blow to our 
chances. 

The Titans will be without the ser- 
vices of senior midfielders Amber 
Dickey (quadricep injury) and Jennifer 
Patterson (dislocated knee) among oth- 
ers. Patterson, who was injured in the 
Arizona game, is expected to be out for 
the rest of the season. The extent of 
Dickey is unknown at this time. 

“They’re the type of injuries that come 
from the type of schedule we've had the 
last few weeks,” Garcia said. “We 
haven’t had time to rest and recuperate.” 

After dropping to 13-4-2 with a loss to 
Brigham Young University and a tie 
with Arizona over the weekend, 
Wednesday's final game of the regular 
season becomes a must-win situation for 
the Titans if they plan to have any hopes 
for a playoff bid. 

“We still have an outside chance,” 
Garcia said. “But just to have a chance 
we need to win. With a little bit of luck 
with other results we could still be in 
contention.” 


Misti was not as optimistic. 

“Tt may have sealed our fate,” he said 
of the disappointing weekend. “It makes 
it a very difficult, uphill battle. But it’s 
still up in the air, it’s hard for me to sec- 
ond-guess what will happen.” 

In their five previous meetings the 
Titans and Trojans have matched up 
fairly evenly with a 1-1-3 series record. 
Last season CSUF came away with a 3- 
2 victory. 

Garcia said the Trojans’ recent past 
however, has been an uncharacteristi- 
cally low point for the USC program and 
may not be a good indicator of the Tro- 
jans’ current talent. 

“They’re by name, a school that in the 
past had very good players go there,” 
Garcia said. “A lot of players go there 
because of the USC name.

USC seems to be headed in a new 
direction once again this year, as the Tro- 
jans have played to a 13-5 record under 
the guidance of new coach Jim 
Millir nder. 

“They've got a new coach who has 
tumed things around,” Garcia said. “* 

a very good coach. He takes the players 
he has and gets the most from them.” 

Mistri also recognized the Trojans’ 
improvement. 

“They seem to be significantly 
tougher compared to last year,” he said. 
“They may be the toughest team we play 
from the PAC-10.”
